I have the honour to submit the Annual General Abstracts, 
which give, by Counties and Provinces, the acreage under Crops, 
and the number and description of Live Stock in 1888. 

The materials necessary for the compilation of these Statistics 
were obtained by members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
Metropolitan Police, who discharged this important duty with 
zeal and efficiency. 

The Abstracts have been carefully compiled from summaries 
made by the Enumerators, and may in some slight degree differ 
from the revised figures which will be subsequently published. 

The following Table shows, by Provinces, the total extent Division of 
under Crops, Grass, Fallow, Woods and Plantations, and Bog Land - 
and Marsh, Barren Mountain Land, Water, Roads, Fences, &c., in

Division of The total extent under crops in 1888 is 5,141,155 acres, being 
Land a net increase on the extent in 1887 of 75,498 acres, or 1*5 per 
cent. There was an increase in Leinster of 47,340 acres* or 3*5 
per cent.; in Munster, of 26,814 acres, or 2T per cent.; and in 
Connaught, of 7,894 acres, or IT per cent. ; while in Ulster there 
was a decrease of 6,550 acres, or 0 - 4 per cent. 

In 1887 the extent returned under grass was 10,049,507 acres, 
in 1888 the amount returned is 9,905,408 acres., being a decrease 
of 144,099 acres ; the extent returned as fallow in 1887 was 
12,746 acres, and in 1888, 15,689 acres; the extent under woods 
and plantations in 1887 was 329,363 acres, against 331,776 acres 
in 1888; and the extent returned under “Bog and Marsh, Barren 
Mountain Land, &c.,” in 1887 was 4,871,480 acres, against 
4,934,725 acres in 1888, being an increase of 63,245 acres ; of the 
acreage thus returned in 1888 1,770,566 acres have been entered 
by the enumerators as bog and marsh, and 2,278,230 acres as 
barren mountain land. 

Total Extent under Crops. 

Cereal crops Cereal Crops. — Compared with 1887 there appears the large 
increase oi 32,245 acres in the acreage under wheat; of 8,644 acres 
in barley, and 3,283 acres under bere and rye; while there is a 
decrease of 34,552 acres under oats, and of 1,205 acres under 
beans and pease ; showing a total increase of 8,415 acres in the 
extent under cereal crops. 

Green crops Green Crops. — The acreage under potatoes has increased by 
7,569 acres; mangel wurzel and beet root by 3,996 acres, and 
vetches and rape by 1,379 acres. The extent under turnips 
decreased by 5,830 acres ; cabbage by 1,191 acres, and carrots, 
parsnips, and other green crops, by 946 acres, leaving a net 
increase of 4,977 acres in the extent under green crops. 

Flax. — The acreage under flax in 1887 was 130,284 acres, and 
in 1888 the extent returned under this crop is 113,586 acres, being 
a decrease of 16,698 acres. 

Meadow In the returns for 1887 the area under meadow and clover is 
and Clover. g p own f or the f[ rs t time as the extent for hay only, sub-divided 
under the headings “Glover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation ” 
and “Permanent pasture, or grass not broken up in rotation .” The 
extent for hay under “ Clover, <fec.” in 1887, was 636,435 acres, 
and in 1888 is 627,879 acres, being a decrease of 8,556 acres. The 
area for hay on permanent pasture in 1887 was 1,507,383 acres, 
and in 1888 is 1,594,743 acres, showing an increase of 87,360 acres, 
being equal to a net increase of 78,804 acres in the area under 
meadow and clover.

Return of Live Stock. 

It appears from the following Table that between 1887 and 
1888 there has been an increase in the number of horses and mules 
amounting to 8,111; whilst there has been a decrease in the num- 
ber of cattle amounting to 58,163 ; there has been an increase in 
sheep amounting to 248,954, and pigs exhibit a decrease of 10,656. 
Of the 14,437,257 poultry enumerated in 1888, 923,673 were 
turkeys, 2,105,770 were geese, 2,854,389 were ducks, and 8,553,425 
were ordinary fowl.
